Treatment 


For Mouth 
Infection , 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


IKE other parts of the bady, 
the mouth is subject. to 
vartous types of infection, Per- 
haps the best known of these is 
trench mouth, which = causes 
soreness of the gums, tongzue, ond 
even of the lining membrane of 
the cheeks, along with — the 
formation of painful ulcers or 
rores, ‘There Is usually a bad 
odour tothe breath and, m 
severe cases, the patient = may 
have fever. 


While (he exact cause of this 
Msorder is not known, = it has 
been found that in most — cises 
two perms are. present, one 
known a7 the spirillum of Vin- 
cent, and the other the spirillum 
of Duemy. Some. authorities 
belleve thant possibly the cond- 
tlon is due to a virtis infection, 


Much Alike 


Trench mouth ang — another 
disorder known ng sicute micera. 
tlve gingivitis are much allice. 


In the Intter disorder there are 
also ulecrs, particularly on the 
rums, This condition, too, is due 
to an infection, 


Both acute ulecrative tingly 
tis and trench mouth are treated 
with so-called antibiotics, 
as opentelllin, 


Sume patients, however, have 
proved sensitive to peniclilm 
am, for this reason, — treatment 
with aureomycin has been tried 
recently. © 


Fifteen cases of ulcerative gine 
flivitis were treated with aured- 
mycin, given by mouth, and 
rapid healing of the sores on the 
gum» took place. 


Red Gums 


It js also noted that, with the 
aureomyeln, more rapid lersenr 
ing of the redness of the fums 
occurred, 


With the aureomycin — treste 
ment, sometimes such symptoms 
as sickness of thea = stomuach, 
vomiting, and diarrhoea = de- 
veloped, YWowever, it is for- 
tunate that these symptoms can 
be controlled by piving whole 
liver exlract, 


Mouth infections not only may 
be moa| uncomfortable but also 
may. ve ‘responsible for the 
spread of infection to other 
parts of the body; hence, when 
they oceur they should be treated 
promptly, 1t° is fortunate that 
most of them will respond rapld- 
ly to the antiblotics, such as 
aurcomycin and penictilin.
